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A CAMPAIGN against plans to erect the largest 
wind turbine on the Blackdown Hills is stepping up. 

John Hawker hopes to win permission from Mid Devon 
District Council to install the 34-metre green energy 
generator at Highlands Farm, Hemyock. 

The council has received around 120 letters from the 
public with only one in support of the proposal. 

Lisa Turner, planning officer for the Blackdown Hills 


Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty (AONB), said: “We 
are supportive of small scale renewable energy schemes, 
provided there is no conflict with the special qualities of 
the hills. 

“At 34 metres this turbine would fall into the ‘medium 
category’ and is the largest turbine application in the 
AONB to date.” 

The 50kw turbine costing around £250,000 with a blade 
diameter of around 63ft will power Mr Hawker’s growing 


meat and poultry business if permission is given. 

Mr Hawker said: “According to our supplier, it will be 
very quiet and you will hardly be able to hear it. We have 
got to these days, whether people like it or not, get our 
energy from somewhere and if we can produce green 
energy, it has to be the way forward.” 

The Government class the turbine as ‘small’ and Mr 
Hawker’s agent, Tristan Tonks, of Energy Descent Ltd, 
said many shorter wind turbines do not work properly.

I AM writing this in mid-June, and while I am 
pleased with all this rain for the trees and 
garden, I am a little worried for the Woodland 
Fair. 

Also just met a great guy from West Scotland here 
on his holiday and it appears that while he has been 
here in the rain the sun has been shining where he 
lives! 

I am very concerned about the lack of apprentices 
coming to the forestry sector. We lot seem to be 
getting older and older. The lack of skills and training 
is also a worry, with guys doing jobs with no 
qualifications or training, which can cause friction 
with the public. It is hard work but very rewarding. 
We need to get more young guys away from office 
jobs and out in the woods. It does seem expensive to 
get all the equipment and qualifications but the work 
is well paid. 

I was walking across a field of long grass the other 
day and a roe doe jumped up in front of me, nothing 
unusual in that you say. There, from where she got 
up, was her offspring, I would guess about 10-12 
hours old. And of course I had no camera, so I ran 
back to get it. 

On returning a buzzard flew up from the spot, and 
my heart sank, but when I got there, there seemed no 
damage. I took some photos, one below, without 
getting too close and walked away, but the buzzard 
returned, so I scared him off again. 

I then spent the next three hours waiting for mother 
to return while keeping the raptor away. I saw them 
both again the other day and all is well. Young roe are 
heavily spotted and are often mistaken for fallow, 
they can get up and run 12 hours after birth and begin 
to nibble a few leaves after a couple of days. There is 
high mortality in young roe, from predators, 
harvesting machinery and parasites, but luckily 
young does often have twins. It is a shame that they 
have to be managed, but if not done correctly can 
cause considerable damage in woodland especially to 
young trees and shrubs, as any one will know if they 
have had one in their garden! 

I hope you enjoy yourself at the Blackdown 
Woodland Fair. I would like to thank all the guys and 
girls that volunteer to help, along with the Forestry 
Commission and all the other sponsors for their 
support. Fingers crossed for the weather, see you 
there.

Lack of butterflies ana 
are not nesting — it is

my’ swallows 
most peculiar 


IT is baffling that “my” 
swallows at home are not 
nesting and only seem to appear 
on odd occasions. 

This year something has seriously 
disturbed their pattern and I can only 
think it has been the bizarre weather 
pattern... a hot sunny April followed 
by endless rains, floods and cold 
winds. 

However, one reader, Brian 
Vaughton, writes to tell me that he 
has “something” nesting in an odd 
location... an electricity meter in an 
outside box! He recently opened it 
to discover a five-inch-deep nest of 
moss, the home, he suspects, of a 
mouse which had gained access by 
following the cables into the box. 
Fortunately, the inmate had chosen 
not to gnaw through the wires! 

On a more serious note, Devon 
Wildlife Trust (DWT) has launched 
a campaign to recruit Friends of 
Marine Conservation Zones. Some 
127 such zones have been 
recommended to the Government 
for protection, of which 16 are found 


off Devon, including the rocky reefs 
of Lyme Bay, the coastland of 
Hartland Point to Tintagel and the 
Tamar Estuary. 

These are wildlife rich sites but all 
are suffering degradation and need, 
urgently, to be protected. However, 
the Government has now stalled 
designation of any sites until 2013, 
claiming that there is a lack of 
evidence and, worse still, there are 
indications that only a small number 
of sites will eventually be 
designated. 

Typical Civil Service lack of 
imagination or is it perhaps pressure 
from interests who would prefer the 
status quo to remain? Either way it is 
intolerable and must be overcome. 

Every one of the 127 sites urgently 
needs protection to cover habitat and 
species. Wildlife trust sites on land 
are fully protected but it seems that 
those designated beneath the sea are 
out of sight and so out of mind. 

The DWT hopes to inspire 
individuals, companies and 
organisations to stand up for the 


marine sites around Devon. It took 
more than 34 years to get protection 
for sites on land and it is essential 
that the threatened marine sites do 
not have to wait as long before 
action is taken.

Once again, a sensible and 
urgently required conservation 
scheme is being thwarted by 
Government intransigence and, 
bluntly, stupidity! 

The Blackdown Hills AONB team 
will certainly need some decent 
weather in July to support their 
proposed wildflower sketching and 
map reading activities! On Saturday, 
July 7th there will be an introduction 
to map reading at Membury Village 
Hall, which follows on from last 
November’s beginners’ course, 
although it’s suitable for anyone 
with some basic knowledge. 

A quick refresher session will be 


followed by a walk around 
Membury to practice skills. 

Then, on Sunday, July 15th, artist 
Liz Gregory and botanist David 
Allen will lead a visit to Yarty Moor 
nature reserve where participants 
can learn about the wildflowers of 
the area and sketch them. 

Other events in the Blackdown 
Hills July calendar include a 
Woodland Fair, Goren Farm 
wildflower weekends, a Big Bat 
Survey, butterfly walks and craft 
courses.

I have also heard from Richard 
Whiteside who, with his wife 
Alison, runs Wildside Experience. 
He tells me that he has a walk on 
Saturday, July 14th, scheduled to 
look for nightjars, glow-worms. An 
earlier walk, which I mentioned and 
was to take place on June 7th, had to 
be postponed due to desperate 
weather, but was rescheduled for a 
week later and provided a fine 
sighting of a nightjar, churring and 


flying close by, while several more 
were spotted, plus young tawny owls 
and pipistrelle bats. 

The meeting place for the July 
outing is the Forestry Commission 
car park near Crossways Farm on 
Blackdown Common (map 
reference ST 124166). For further 
information call 01823 680931 or go 
to www.wildsideexperience.co.uk . 

On the butterfly and moth front 
the story is fairly dire from my 
perspective. I have seen not a single 
brimstone, that lovely yellow 
butterfly (the female is white) which 
is usually a harbinger of spring, and 
while orange-tips were well 
represented in April, there have been 
only a handful of red admirals. 

A few meadow browns are 
showing when the rains halt, but that 
has been the sum total so far on my 
patch. Tortoiseshells are now a rarity 
and I have not seen a peacock, yet all 
these were so commonplace a few 
years ago. As for moths... where are 
they? There was a time when 
security lights would be a-flutter 


with a variety of moths and there 
was always the chance of seeing a 
hawkmoth round the flowers in the 
late evening. Now, nothing. It is so 
sad. 

This, too, is the first year I can 
recall when swallows have failed to 
nest in the barn. A pair have 
appeared and are seen perching on 
the telephone wires and swooping 
for insects, but they have made no 
attempt to nest. It is most peculiar. 

Have any readers experienced a 
similar phenomenon I wonder? 
Three years ago we had three pairs 
nesting, each double brooded so that 
by the end of the summer the air was 
filled with swallows, old and young. 
Now, nothing.
